"WEATHER BALLOONS" USE! 


M«it of Information Concerning- At- 
jmoipherlo Condition! » High 
no 


Eighteen Miles Obtained—Balloons 
Arranged to Explode Above tho Ton 
Mile Level. 


, Six nations are interested In a series 
of investigations now being carried on 
In'Omaha By the United States govern- 
ment and collaborated In by the gov- 
ernments 
of 
England, 
Germany, 


France. Italy and Belgium. These in- 
vestigations, have for their object tbe 
thorough, exploration of tbe atmos- 
phere at a height of more than ten 
miles aboye; the earth's surface, and 
so successfully are they being carried 
ont that a'mass of information con- 
cerning condition* existing as high as 
eighteen miles up In the air has been 
secured. Similar explorations are be- 
ing conducted In tbe countries named 
above, and when these are completed 
all information gathered by each coun- 
try is to b« exchanged with all other 
countries engaged In tbe investiga- 
tion*. 


The research is being prosecuted 


iwlth tbe assistance of "weather bal- 
loons" which are sent aloft bearing la 
attached baskets a number of delicate 
contrivances for measuring whatever 
conditions are met on the trip from 
earth through the clouds and back 
again to earth. Tbe experiments con- 
tinue for two weeks, a weather balloon 
being sent up eacb afternoon during 
that period by each of tbe six govern- 
ments. When the Information thus 
gained 1» properly arranged tbe mete- 
orological bureaus In each of the conn- 
tries taking part will receive tabulated 
copletv 


' Tho Ballooni Deiorlbed. 


The little balloons, which are six feet 


In diameter, are so arranged that they 
will explode somewhere far above the 
ten mile level, the explosive force be- 
Ing the hydrogen with which the bag 
Is filled. As the balloon rises tbe hy- 
drogen', expands, nnd at an elevation 
when the outside pressure Is insuffi- 
cient to counteract the outward pres- 
sure of the hydrogen the rubber bag 
explodes, 
Thereupon a 
parachute 


comes into play, and the scientific in 
ointments, which have thus far been 
busy recording conditions, drift slowly 
to earth. 
The instruments are con- 


tained In n stout box already address- 
ed to the. government bureau. A note 
addressed to the finder of the box in- 
structs him to take tbe whole thing to 
tnejnenrest telegraph office, collect $2 
for his trouble and ship tbe records 
to the originating point. 


One of these balloons recently reach 


ed a height of eighteen miles befon 
bursting, and at that altitude the tern 
perfltnre was only 35 degrees belov. 
lero, although at n point between nlni 
nnd ten miles high the records showed 
that a temperature of 04 degrees below 
zero had been gone through. On thil 
particular date the temperature a 
Omaha, the starting point of the bal 
loon; was 47 degrees above zero. 


Another balloon registered an air OTr 


rent traveling at a rate of more than 
100 miles an hour. 


The Instruments used are so dellcat 


that one of them—that for measuring 
the humidity—depends for Its recorc 
upon the distance that a humnu hal 
will lengthen on passing through a 
Stratum of air which contains slightly 


' more moisture than did the stratum

How Records Are Made. 


The records are made upon a soo

This cy 
Inder Is slowly turned by a clockwor 
arrangement, nnd when the box is re 
turned to the weather stntJon»a glanc 
at the sooty covering will give the a 
mospheric pressure, tbe humidify an 
the .wind velocity nt any height trav 
ersed by the bnnoon. 


The strand of hair used in the in 


strument for determining the humiditr 
Is ebemicallr dried before it is place 
In position.. .Thereafter, upon 'passin 
through n.inhlst stratum, the linir nb- 
liorbs ,n .portion of the moisture, the 
hair lengthens, and the stylus point 
records the change on the cylinder. If 
(he next.stratum is dry some of the 
laolsturc'in the hnir Is evaporated, the 
hair becomes shorter, nnd the cylinder 
makes the record accordingly. 


The air pressm-p Is determined or re- 


corded by.the aid of a small cylinder 
from which most of tho air has been 
drawn.

ant between him and his people and 


were placed in the ark as tbe testi- 


tony or revelation of his will. 
Some bitterness was provoked at the 
ast session of the convocation by the 
ffer of a motion to abbreviate the 
)ecalogue. In the end the Very Eev. 
'William Mordauut Furneaus, dean of 
Winchester, was appointed to prepare 
n abridgment to be submitted to his 
colleagues. 


One of the first among the dlgnlta< 


ries of the Protestant Episcopal church 
if the United States to express an 
iplnion on the proposal was Bishop 
Charles D. Williams of Detroit 
He 


not only approved taking a short cu 
with the commandments, as suggest 
ed, but recommended in addition that 
he fourth commandment be broughl 
up to date so as to make it conform 
with modern geological theories. 


"I don't believe, there Is any person

The Proposed Changes. 


The proposal of tho convocation of 


Canterbury and of certain bishops In 
America is to abridge the first second, 
third, fourth and tenth command- 
ments. 
The fifth, sixth, seventh, 


eighth and ninth would be left un- 
changed. 
' 


The first commandment would bo 


shortened to, "Thou shalt not have 
any other gods before me." 
In the 


original it reads: 


"I am the Lord thy God, which have 


brought thce out of the land of Egypt, 
out of the house of bondage. Tliou 
shnlt have no other gods before me." 


The second commandment would be 


shortened to tho nine words, "Thou 
shall not make to thyself any graven 
imnge." 


In the original this commandment Is 


composed ot three verses, as follows: 


"Thou shalt not make unto theo any 


graven Imnge, or any likeness of any- 
thing that is In heaven above, or that 
Is In the earth beneath, or that is in 
tbe water under tho earth. 


Thou shalt not bow down thyself to 


them nor strve them, tor I, the Lord 
thy God, am a jealous God, visiting the 
Iniquity of the fathers upon tho chil- 
dren unto the third nnd fourth genera- 
tions of them that hate me. 


"And showing mercy unto thousands 


of them that love me and keep my 
commandments." 


Tbe fourth commandment would be 


shortened to, "Remember that tbou 
keep holy the Sabbath day." 


In the original it has four verses, as 


follows: 


"Remember the Sabbath day, to keep 


It holy. 


"Six days shalt thou labor and do all 


thy work. 


"But tbe seventh day is the Sabbath 


of the Lord thy God. In it thou shalt 
not do any work, thou nor thy sou, nor 
thy daughter, nor thy manservant, nor 
thy maidservant nor thy cattle, nor 
the stranger that is within thy gates. 


"For In six days the Lord made 


heaven and earth, the sea and all that 
in them is, and rested the seventh day, 
wherefore the Lord blessed the Sab- 
bath day and hallowed it"

tenth commandment would 


rend, "Thou shalt not covet." In the 
original It is one long verse: 


"Tbou shalt not covet thy neighbor's 


house; tbou shalt not covet thy neigh- 
bor's wife, nor his manservant, nor his

treasury $300,000 In gold coin is going 
begging. 


The government cannot give It away; 


none of the rightful ovtoers con be 
Induced to take it' It represonls un- 
claimed interest on the public debt 
Somewhere In nooks and crannies and 
out of the way places are the govern- 
ment's interest checks for the money 
which never have been cashed. Some 
of them never will be presented, others 
may be brought around in time, and 
some are being hold by cautloua in- 
vestors. 


From time to time the treasury at- 


tempts to call in the checks, and the 
vagnrles of human nature are shown. 
One citizen has more than $00,000 wait- 
ing for him and holds tho checks for 
it. He was recently invited to cash in 
and made a trip to Washington to 
tell treasury officials tho checks were 
his property; he would cash thorn when 
he pleased or burn them up If he 
wished.

QNB of the greatest natural assets of New England Is ^..adapt- 


ability for summer residence. This is not only a newly discov- 


ered asset, but it is evident that It is to be promoted in a new and 
better way, and that the development is to be along lines not until 
recently developed. 


The areas especially adapted for summer residence have not 


•been utilized to the extent of 10 per cent, probably not to the ex- 
tent of 1 per cent. In this particular New England has no rival In 
America. Whatever may be said of other regions, and there are 


several regions that present very great summer resort attractive- 


ness, there are no sections that in any sense compete with New 
England. Its offerings are unique. Therefore Jhe lines along which, 
their development should proceed should also be unique. 


There is nothing in the way of New England's assets which 


would be likely to respond so readily and generously to the proper 
promotive treatment as the summer resort business. It is la:G«, and 
it is unique, but it is to be said that it now exhibits the need of 
new methods and different conduct. Many causes ha-fe operated to 
change its character within the past few years, and none more 
than the rise of the automobile. The managers of the railroad doing 


' the bulk of the summer resort business in J\T«w England assert that 


at some points as many as from GO to 70 per cent, of the visitors 
arrive in -their own motor cars. This fact is significant of the situ- 
ation. The motor car promotes flexibility in summer resorting. 
It 


makes frequent change not only possible and easy but almost inevit- 
able. 


Many of the resort houses have become of indifferent quality 


through wear and tear and the rise of new demands. The present- 
day resorter is not inclined to accept that which once he was sat- 
isfied with, in room or table accommodations'. A too large propor- 
tion of the summer hoieis have not kept up with the times. They 
should be rebuilt and their menus should be radically reformed.. 
There is a decided tendency also to look with less favor upon the 
resorts that are located remote from lines of travel and towns. 
The auto has brought this abou talso. Whereas in the old days, 
-when it was necessary to rely upon the horse for local travel, people 
resigned themselves to isolation for the sake of being near the 
mountains or the fine beaches, they are now less inclined to do so. 
The motor car has changed that. Now resorters may locate where 
they can have the benefit of the facilities of a town and also place 
thems'elves in daily touch with the natural beauties of all the coun- 
try within a radius of 50 miles, or even more. 


So the towns in the vicinity of resort areas are likely to be given 


more consideration. 
This is a mere detail of reconstruction. 
The 


great fact is that the mountain and seacoast regions in New Eng- 
land are for it an asset of the greatest value, actual and potential, 
and there are plenty of Indications that they are to be intelligently 
developed. 


No competent estimate of the money value of. the summer bus- 


iness in New England has been made, and it is difficult to even make 
an intelligent guess. 
If we were to estimate that not less than 50,- 


000 people go to the White Mountain region in New Hampshire, 
each season, for a stay of a week or longer, we would probably be 
guessing well under the fact. But 50,000 people staying a week or 
more must of necessity expend more than $5,000,000. Probably the 
facts are that therejare many more than that number in the White 
Mountain region every season -who stay a week or more and prob- 
ablv they average to spend more than $100 for their holiday. And 
the White Mountains form only one of several mountain regions, 
while there are the seashore resorts and the innumerable other sum- 
mer outing places to be considered, as well as the thousands of 
people who go here and there, attracted by personal inclination, 
kinship, memory of youthful days, or some other season.
